Tim " LONE 11IRD."—AX OJIltWAT 
LEGEND. 


Tim following legend, however slight its mer- 


its in other respects, can lay daim lo genuine- 
ness. H is what it purports to bo, 3 lodge 
story, still current among the icinnants of tho 
Algonquin slock at the Northwest. As it is 
here recited by Mr. E. G. Squier, it dill'urs in 
no essential respect from tlie verbal relation of 
George Copway, an educated chief of tho Ojib- 
way nation. 


The Algonquins had unquestionably more 


vivacity and animation than any of the hunter 
amilics of tho continent. Hot less martial 
than the"lruqnois, their temperament seems to 
lave teen more active, their apprehension 
quicker, and their manners less reserved. Their 
religion and their legendary lore partook of 
tlicir national peculiarities. They entertained, 
n a well-dffmed form, the grand idea of a Su- 
>reme Unity, a great and beneficent Creator 
and Preserver; and tlie inferior beings of their 
nythology were also for the moit part benefi- 
cent, — the friends and protectors of men, con- 
stantly warring against, and usually victorious 
over, the evil beings, the foes of the human 
•ace. 
Their legends, also, are more imaglna- 


,ive, and have a less sombre character than 
those of most of the tribes. Some are exceedi- 
ngly airy and beautiful, and others not with- 
out a dash of quaint humor entirely peculiar to 
liemselves. 


Like the pastoral Sabians ol central Ashi, 


.he Algonquins were close observers of nature 
itid its manifestations. 
In the sun they saw 


,he symbol of that Great Spirit from wlmm 
hey bolieved all life proceeded. 
H was deemed 


o be his abiding place, from whence he looked 
kindly down upon his Indian childien. 
The 


Milky Way was the " path of souls," the bright 
roadway of tho dead, leading to the blissful 
ipirit-land, the elysium of the western world. 
1'he fitful Northern Lights (Auiora Borealis) 
was the " dance of the dead." in which the 
lisembodied spirit of emulous warriois and 
mighty " medicine men " alone participated. 


Every one who has looked upon the face of 


,ho full moon hus seen there the ftiint outline 
of a lutnum form. Many tliink it is tlie image 
of a man, whom they call the *' man of the 
noon ;" and some dull people, pooring idly 
lirongh glasses and long tubes, very learnedly 
irotcsL that, there is no man there, and tliat thu 
outlines which we see are only mountains of 
scorched and blackened rocks, deep and gloomy 
caverns, where no life nor verdure is seen, not 
even a blade of green grass to relieve the utter 
desolation. But the clear eye of the Indian 
•an penetrate further Lh;in the glass of the as- 
roiionicr, and Ihe Ojibway hunter and the Ojib- 
way maiden can plainly see in the faint out- 
ines on the disk of the moon, the graceful 
orin of Iho bonittlful Xo-iiho-kay-bo-nnia. t.lif 
1 Lone Bird," whom tho great Manitou trans- 
erred from tlie lodge of her father to the heav- 
ns, where site dwells in the embtace of the 
noon, 
/'lie story of the Lone Bird is known 


0 the irmmtes of every Ojibway wigwam, and 
hus it was told by Kaligegaguhbowh, the 
Pirm Standing," as seated beside our camp- 


fire on the shores of tlie great lake, we watched 
he harvest-moon slowly rising from the bright 
vliters before us. 


Very many snows ago, before the pidc-lace 


nvadod the lands of the Indians, the Ojibways 
were great and strong, and numerous as the 
eaves of the trees. They chased the buffalo 
on the meadows of the West, they trapped the 
beaver and hunted the deer m the forrests 
1 round the great lakes, and struck the solmon 
u the rivers that How from the mountains to- 
wards the rising sun. They were feared and 
respected by their enemies, and beloved by 
their friends : the Great Spirit was pleased with 
his children, and Lliey were happy. 


It was then by the short! of Ojibwaykcche- 
in, which the pale-faces call Superior, dwelt 


Wahbon, tlie "Dawn of "Day," and his wlfo 
Mepeseek, the "She Eagle." 
They had an 


only child, a daughter, mild as the morning 
dove, and beautiful as the day. 
She was tall 


and graceful as the fir-tree, and her step was 
ike that of the spotted fawn. Her eyei weio 
lark and clear as the fountains in tlic shade of 
the forest, and her voice was like tho song of 
the stream in the evening. Very beautiful 
was Ne-slie-kay-be-nais, the " Lone Bird," and 
though the Ojibways were numerous as the 
leaves of the forest, and their daughters many 
-UK! fair, yet amongst them all was none to 
compare with the daughter of Walibon. From 
all the villages of the nation came the young 
warriors to seek the favor of the Lone Bird, 
that they might bear her fiom the lodge of her 
father; but she looked ooKIly upon them all, 
and it was in vain they recited tlieir prowess in 
war, and tlieir success in the chase. 
The fame 


of her beauty *pread tot tic neighboring nations, 
and the sons of great chiefs brought presents 
to the lodge of Wahbon, thatthoy might gain 
tlie affections of his daughter,' but tlie heart of 
the Lone Bird was like tlic ice of the winter, 
and the young chiefs wern compelled to return 
lonely and sad to their distant homes. 


Wahbon saw the coldness of his child, and 


expostulate*; with her; he praised the young 
warriois whose bravery and skill he knew and 
trusted, and lie told her that no daughter of the 
nation had so proud an array of lovers from 
which to choose a husband. But the Lone 
Bird laughed aloud when tier father ceased to 
speak, and she asked: "What care I for the 
young braves ? I love them not. Has not the 
daughter of the Site Eagle her mother to love ? 
Is not tlie arm of Wahbon strong, and can he 
not cherish and defend Iiis child ?" 


WahLon heard the laugh of his daughter and 


was silent. But the nnxt morning lie went 
forth from the village of his tribe, and as the 
young warriors gathered round to ask concern- 
ing the Lunc Bird, lie proclaimed aloud that at a 
certain time tliey should all gather together on 
tliti smooth shore of the laku,auU lhej,ileetest 
of foot should bear her to Lis Vloi1ge."u Great 
was the joy of the young braves, and much of 
tlie intervening time they spent in preparation 
and in prayers to the Great Spirit that he might 
give them Ihe swiftness of the prairie deer, and 
tlie agility of the mountain cat. 


When the nun came up on the morning of 


the appointed day, there was gathered on tlie 
shores of tlie lake a great assemblage, for the 
..news of the race that was to happen hail spread 
all over the nation, and it was known that the 
beautiful daughter of Walibon was to be the 
prize of the victor. The young'men were all 
there in their bravest array, painted, and 
plumed with the leathers of the wild turkey 
and Ihe eagle, and when they moved tlie noise 
of tlicir ornaments was like tlie fall of tlie dry 
leaves in the autumn. 
The old men were 


there, for they were to judge the race and 


award the prize. The women too were there ; 
the mothers to encourage their sons, and the 
daughters that they might look upon the young 
braves of their people and receive tbeir admi- 
ration. But nowhere was the Lnue Bird to be 
seen ; she sat in the cabin of her parents'and 
wept, for she loved none but her fatlieraud 
mother, atid desired not to leave them. 


The bounds of the race were fixed, and the 


judges silently took their places. 
The young 


men stood side by side, leaning breathlessly 
forward, every muscle quivering witb excite- 
ment arid impatient for the struggle. Tbe sig- 
nal was given, and they dashed forward like 
the frightened deer when the hunter breaks 
from his covert, and with a sound like that of 
the storm when it treads over the mountain. 
Hut soon it was seen that Metequab, the 
"Bending 
Bow," and Maxhotungk, "Who 


strikes the Game," both of wliom had lung 
loved the Lone Bird, gained widely on their 
companions. Tnoy were fleet as the wind, 
but neither could surpass the other, and when 
they came to the end of tlie race, the old .men 
could not tell which was ~the victor. Then It 
was that the two young braves ran again, but 
again they came in side by side. Again did 
they struggle, and still again the old men could 
tiot tell which was entitled to take the Lone 
Bird to his lodge. It was then proposed that 
they should leap: lliey did so, but neither 
could surpass the other the breadth of a hair. 
They were directed to go into the forest and 
hunt, and the Lone Bird should be the prize of 
the most successful. 
They went, and next 


day the Bending Bow returned bearing the 
scalps of twenty bears that he had slain, and 
they all cried aloud, the Bending Bow will 
bear the Lone Bird to bis home ! Just then 
an exulting shout was heard in the forest, and 
Wbo strikes the Game bounding Into their 
midst, also threw twenty scalps of the bears at 
the feet of the old men. 


Then was Wahbon troublod, for he saw in 


this the hand of the Great Spirit. 
And lie 


sought his lodge, and tbere he found his daugh- 
ter bowed to the ground, aud her eyes were 
red with weeping. He raised her up kindly, 
and asked, " Wherefore dost thou weep, my 
daughter;"' 
And the Lone Bird answered: 


" Are you not my father i" Is not the lodge of 
Walloon largo enough for bis daughter?" 


Then was the heart of Walibon moved; he 


kissed his child, and be said, " Never shall the 
Lone Bird leave the lodge of Wahbon." And 
he returned to his people" on the shore of the 
lake, and told them it was the will of the Great 
Spirit that bis daughter should not leave him ; 
and the old men responded, "It is the will of 
the Great Spiut!" and the young warriors aud 
and the women all lettirned tc their homes. 
Thou were the eyes of the.Lone Bird filled 
with gladness. 


The summer and the autumn passed, and the 


snows of winter began to melt, aud Walibon 
went forth on the sunnj slope of the- hill to 
make sugar. His daughter accompanied and 
assisted him, and in vessels of bark gathered 
together the sweet juice of the maples. 


One day when the smoke was curling slowly 


up from her father's fire on the slope of the hill, 
and the warm sun shone mildly down among 
the trees, that seemed to live beneath its glow, 
the Lone Bird seated herself on a bare rock, 
and looked around her. And though all was 
bfi01>f nnrf hnaiitifnl. ynt. she Was sad. She. 
thought of her father and mother; they still 
lived, but their heads had grown gray and their 
steps were slow, and she knew that they must 
soon die. She leaned her head upon her hand, 
aud she felt thai she was all alone. At her 
feet the sun had melted away the snow, and 
the young flowers of spring looked modestly 
up in her face ; and then she saw, for the fii st 
time, that they grew in pairs, two on a stem, 
and that they seemed to lend beiuty one to the 
other. " Tt Is strange," said the Lone Bird, 
" I have never noticed this before—it is very 
btran»e!" Just then she heard a merry chirp- 
ing above her head, and looking up she saw 
that the birds were returning from the south, 
aud again spreading themselves tliruugh the 
forrestsol the north. 
She saw also, that they 


nestled together, two and two, aud she ex- 
claimed, "Neither do the birds sing, nor the 
flowers blossom alone!" 
At that, moment 


swept over a great flight of water-fowl, and 
with much noise they alighted on the bosom of 
the lake. 
She looked as they flung up the 


spray on their glad wings, and lo, they glided 
ovei the water in pairs!" 


Aud then the thoughts of the Lone Bird re- 


turned to herself again, and she felt her loneli- 
ness more than ever. And she reflected on 
her coldness to the young warriors of her na- 
tion, and thought of the reproof of her father, 
and she said despondingly: "Ob, I lovs not! I 
love not! lam all alone! Alas! why did the 
Great Spirit fill the breasts of tlie birds with 
that love which he. denies to his daughter4!*" 
and she bowed her head aud wept. 


The Lone Bhxl sat long, wrapped in her 


meditations, and when she rose to go home, it 
was evening. The full moon had just lifted its 
disk of silver, without a spot to mar its bright- 
ness, above the waters of tho great lake, upon 
which the tiny waves leaped up joyously as if 
to catch the slanting beams upon their crests. 
The Lone Bird gazed upon the moon, and her 
face grew radiant under its mild light, and 
stretching forth her arms as if she would clasp 
it, she exclaimed, " Oh, how beautiful thou art! 
Would that I had such as thee to lore ; then 
would the Lone Bird no longer sorrow in the 
loneliness I" 


The Great Manitou heard the voice of the 


Ojibway maiden, and no sooner had she utter- 
ed these words than he transferred her to the 
bosom of the moon, where her image is seen 
to this day. Great was the lamentation in the 
lodge of Wahbon, because the Lone Bird re- 
turned not; but when her father lifted his eyes 
to the Great Spirit in heaven, he there saw his 
daughter in the embraces of the moon; then 
Wahbon sorrowed no more tbi the loss of his 
child. 


Many, very many snows have passed, and 


tlie Ojibways have become smaH and weak ; 
the stranger occupies their hunting-grounds, 
and the graves of tbeir fathers are unhonored ; 
but still the spring comes, the little flowers still 
blossom ou the slope of the hill, the birds nestle 
together among the budding branches, the wild 
fowl toss up the waters on their wings, and still 
the Lone Bird looks down upon tlie daughters 
iit' her nation, who trace her form in the disk 
of the moon, and tell her strange story by the 
liaht of the lodge-fire, in the long nights of au- 
tumn.

Charles Flack, a respectable and 
worthy 


resident of Buckingham, committed suicide on 
Thursday morning at his home.

TIIK EPIZOOTT.—A correspondent of the 


Turf, Field and Farm writes as followers to 
that journal concerning the treatment of 
horses afflicted with the prevailing disease: 
The great epizootic excitement aroused again 
by several of our news journals, the columns 
of which are tilled with sensational twaddle, 
ostensibly for the purpose of another causeless 
scare among horsemen, and to further enable 
the quacks to make gainful markets from tlie 
credulity of our horse-owiwrs and make profl 
table sales of their quack nostrums. For I he- 
general benefit of all who may own an inval- 
uable animal, and bearing the nomenclature of 
ft horse, we advise you not to scare worth a 
cent. We will give you an accurate diagnosis 
of this aflection, with the pbyslolo.'y of the or- 
gans tflected and a correct 'pathology of this 
disease, and we will prescribe,an efficacious 
treatment for it. This disease, that is at the 
present time prevailing in many localities and 
also in tlie stables in this city and vicinity, is 
nothing more nor less than • acute bronchitis. 
The seat of this disease in its incipient stage is 
the bronchia, or windpipe. This organ before 
it enters the lungs divides into two tubes, one 
of which enters tlie right portion of the lungs 
and the other tbe left portion. These two car- 
tilaginous tubes are termed bronchia. On en- 
tering tlie lungs the bronchia divide into an 
endless number of smaller tubes, which still 
divide until they invisible. The terminations 
of the bronchial vessels form the air-cells of the 
lungs. Tlie inside of the bronchial tubes are 
filled with little, minute glands which secrete a 
mucous. 
The bronchia are the seat of the 


disease diagnosed bronchitis, or an active in- 
flammation of the bronchia. It is the seat of 
the cough with which our horses are, at the 
present time atUictcd. The bronchi,!, being 
composed of cartilage, like the restofthe wind- 
pipe, do not collapse, but remain constantly 
open ; consequently bronchitis is an in.'anima- 
tion of the mucous membrane lining the bron- 
chia, or air passages leading to tho lungs, and 
invariably ex tending to the katerorgans, through 
tlie trachea, from the larynx and nasal passages 
which are primarily affected as in ordinary cold. 
The membrane, in the early stage of this dis- 
ease becomes filled with blood, and,aaageneral 
consequence, the diameter of the tubes is di- 
minished, and attended by some difficulty and 
increased rapidity iu breathing. When this af- 
fection is not arrested in its incipient stage, a 
frothy mucous is poured forth fiom the mucous 
membrane, which still further interferes with 
the respiration of the patient, and necessitates 
a constant cough to get rid of it. These symp- 
toms are always present, but will vary in in- 
tensity and rapidity as tbe disease progresses, 
from which bronchitis is termed .acute and 
chronic. It begins, as the perceptable indica- 
tions at present develop, with premonitory ap- 
pearances of a severe cold, and in some cases 
accompanied by a staring coat, and in others 
an entire loss of appetite. 
This disease is pro- 


duced by the very sudden climate disturbances 
of the atmosphere, which of late has been re- 
markable., and the animal's exposure to them, 
and the sudden transitions from one degree to 
that of the otliei constitute the cause of this 
diseased action in our animals. The treat- 
ment adopted to this attack is simple, and tlie 
following prescription will he found efficacious 
Give cacli animal affected IL drench composed of 
the following: Raw linseed oil, 14 ounces; 
powdered nitre, 2 drachms; calomel, \ drachm, 
and tartar emetic, 1 drachm; mix well, and 
give ; repeat the drench on the fifth day, and 
stop. If the throat is sore and causes distress 
to the patient in raising his head U give the 
drench, steam his head in the following man- 
ner and by means of a nose bag: Take 4 
quarts of bran and 6 ounces of bruised linseed 
meal, pour boiling water upon these, and, after 
thoroughly mixing, put the mash in the nose 
bag and hang it on the patient's head; steam 
twice a day. Place on top of each mash, not 
stii ring it into it, a powder composed of pow- 
dered gentian and Jamaica ginger, of each one 
large tablespoonful; powdered nitre, 2 drachms, 
and tartar'emetic, 1 drachm. This will be all 
the treatment necessary to totally remove the 
difficulty.

If we are fond of tbe 
smell gf a good segar while freshly burned—in 
open air, we detest the smell of stale smoke in 
our groceries, dry-goods, &c., and we protest 
against having smoke puffed in our face while 
dealing with the different business men. 


Callnnan, nitc guntlomunly newa-agentj llflST 


set a good example, in not allowing "smoking" 
n his establishment; a rule worthy the imita- 
tion of others. 


Let those who are given to the practice of 


smoking adopt it as a rule, to never smoke in 
the house—where it may annoy others who do 
nob like it.; nor in the store among the goods; 
nor in streets, or oilier public places, lest the 
example may induce boys to imitate. Finally, 
brethren, let us not smoke at all, thereby im- 
prove our health, our finances, and our reputa- 
tion.
